groups testifed that they wanted 
civilian investigators, but the other 
three (commission members) 
didn't pay attention.” 

“The _ current IAB works .en- 
tirely from within,” Civil Service 
Commissioner -Louis Hop Lee 
Said.“The police are a tightlyknit 
semi-paramilitary group and it's 
diffhcult tor them to be enthusiastic 
about pursuing allegations of bru- 
tality.” 


Speaking also for the Chinese 
American Democratic Club，Lee 
said the plan adopted by the Police 
Commission is“inadedquate,”and 
they should instead go“full steam 
ahead with Britt's proposal.”

-Seaimstresses'attorneys hiopeto un- 
CoVver evidence that Would prove 
the District Attorney'”s office and 
the Employment Development 
Department (EDD) have been 
prosecuting ”garment .industry 
casesin a discriminatory manner. 


DISCOVERY 
“This is ultimately a motion to 
dismiss ”the “case,”Asian Law 


Caucus attorney Edwin Lee ex- 
plained. The past five garment 
industry cases have all involved 
Chinatown shops, Lee said, adding 
that the discovery motion will 
aljow the attorneys to_ determine 
how the DA operates in all gar- 
ment industry investigations. 

Judge Wonder will rule on the 
Imotion Sept. 16. Before that 
time he has requested affadavits 
from authorities in the garment 
industry ”explaining Why only 
Chinese ermnployers and employees 
have been investigated.The caucus 
i presently collecting that infor- 
Imation. 

“Of the _ three motions we 


Submitted,， this was the only one 
which .the DA submitted 
Wiitten opposition.、 He opposed 
this Vigorously said ， Michael 
Worng，co-attorrnmey with Lee on 
the case. 

The EDD，which initiates al 
garment shop investigations,， feels 


that Chinatown is the most con- 


cenitrated area of corruption 记 
the garment industry，Wong said. 
“Public sentiment that: all the 
abuses 雇 the garment iDdustry 
oOccuUr in Chinatown is misplaced,” 
he stressed，but added that he 
Suspects there are still more 
Chinatowmn garment shops current- 
ly under investigationm. 

If the motion of discovery is 
granted, and if examination of the 
DA'S and EDD's investigative 
records shows discfriminatory 
enforcement policy, the attorneys 
Wi move to dismiss the case,Lee 
Said. 

In addition to delaying aruling 
on discovery, the court denied a 
Inotion to Suppress evidence 
Which the defense claimed was 
gathered on the basis of jllegally、 
issued search warTants. The court ， 
also denied a motion to drop 
charges of conspiracy and conniv- : 
ance. 

SURVEILLANCE 

Search warrants, Wong explain- 
ed ,are issued after two to four 
Weeks of surveying 3a factory， 
photographing the workers as 


.they enter and exit the building. 


The EDD and DA's Surveillance 
Which was the basis for the war- 
rant to Search Naline's, indicated 
that the Workers were not fully 
unemployed，but were in fact 
continuing to work at the factory-. 
This was “perfectly legal ”Wong 
said，as the Workers Were only 
collecting benefits ”for partial 
unemployment, and was therefore 
not sufficient -basis for issuing a. 
WarTant. The caucus is considering 
an appeal on this motion. 

The DA agreed at last Wednes- 


day's hearing to drop charges that 
the seamastresses Kept inaccurate 
Tecordsj， agreeing With the law 
caucus that gariment factory WoOrK- 
es are not responsible for keeping 
their own worKIiecords. 
As the garment industry cases ， 
continue;， Wong Said the Workers 
are Tealizing that these are Immore 
than individual criminal cases, and 
that their impact may be felt 
throughout the Chinatown gar- 
ment industry. Seamstresses have 
become increasingly willing to 
Voice public support of other 


garment Workers，to meet 记 
groups, and to help the Asian Law 
Caucus drum up community 


Support for workers who face 
charges, Wong Said . 

However, he continued, confu- 
Sion is growing about collecting 
Unemployment benefits,， and 
Imany garIment Workers are afraid 
to apply for benefits legally due 
them. 

“Amidst all this confusion , the 
EDD wants to go forth and pro- 
Secute more cases， he noted.

“Im adamantly Opposed to any 
civilian interference in the internal 
atfairs process， Police Chietf 
Murphy testified，adding that he 
had seen no _ evidence indicating 
IAB investigators were white- 
washing Or coOvering UP any case-. 

However，Murphy proposed 
Some reftorms of the civilian com- 
plaint procedure， These retorms， 
adopted by the commissior last 
Wednesday, include making police 
statt members available 24 hours a 
day to investigate complaints， 
keeping better statistics on com- 
Plaints，hiring a second trial attor- 
ney to clear up a backlog of disci- 
plinary cases against police 
offticers，and authorizing two- 
person Subcommittees .of the 
Police Commission to review 

”appeals of any IAB findings. 

Chief Murphy'Ss proposals had 
Strong endorsement from Mayor 
Feinstein、which she expressed in 3 
letter to the commilssion members. 
The hve members of the commis- 
Sion are volunteers appointed by 
the mayor for tour-year terms. 

Though viewed by some as 3 
halfway measure toward solving 
the problem，the Police Commis- 
Sion's vote to hire a civilian staffer， 
Commissioner Murphy explained， 
is Separate from the issue of want- 
ing civilians on the IAB. 

SATISEFY 

“We need someone with investi- 
gative experience to be an aide in 
the office， to help us review com- 


blaints 一 we re all volunteers, she 
said. The new civilian “investiga- 
tor ”will help ease the “tremen- 


dous，technlcal workload” of the 
commission，Murphy added,， but 
will not satisfy the need for civil- 
ians on the IAB. 

In addition，though there are 
currently no statistics on the num- 
ber of complaints filed by minori- 
ties， Murphy said she suspects that 
many more come from':the minor- 


ity community than from whites. 

“Police ,probably have more 
problems dealing with minority 
communities,”Michael Lee of the 
Asian American Bar Association 
noted.“In addition there is a con- 
fidence problem 一 many minorities 
mistrust government agencies in 
general and won't use complaint 
Procedures.” Many of the allega- 
tions of police brutality brought 
beftore the Board during -the hear- 
ings _ involved Asian Americans 
and other minorities, Lee added. 

“Police brutality affects minori- 
ties more heavily than non-minori- 
ties;” Louis Hop Lee said- “The 
Police Department has to re-estab- 
lish its credibility with the commu- 
nity.” 

While agreeing that the Police 
Department has to increase its ef- 
forts to be responsive to minority 
communities，Asian law enforce- 
ment of 考 cials generally:sided with 
their co-workers in the view: that 
police officers are better equipped 
than civilians to monitor police 
behavior. 

AWARE 

“Complaints are best handled 
by department personnel,” .said 
Byron Wong，president of the 
Northern_ California Asian Peace 
Ofhcers Association:.“The offcers 
are aware of the situation in the 
streets，Civilians are not able to 
have the experience and knowl- 
edge to _ reach reasonable and 
Sensitive coOnclusions.” 

Fred Lau，a SF police officer 
for more than ten yearSs，agreed 
with Wong's assessment, and said， 
"the police are most aware of 
Situations，policy and procedures 
of the department: They're. the 
ones who are most desirous, of 
having 3a professional department'， 
It's a point of pride to take care of 
Our Own house.” 

Though there are no AS o 作 - 
cers on the IAB，Lau said he' is 
satisfied that the bureau does ”as 
good a job as it possibly can.”Few 
Asian 0 人 乌 cers are ever Drought 
before the bureau to answer com- 
plaints, he added. 

The lack of Asian participation 
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an active role in American Jife. 
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nal Affairs,” 


on the IAB is an ”extension of the 
overall problem of under-repre- 
Sentation,” according to Louis 
Hop Lee. Though Lau cited sen- 
iority as the reason there are no 
Asian IJAB members, the question 
of Asian community input into the 
police force is a concern voiced by 
civilians and police of 恰 cers alike. 
SENIORITY 

"It would be helpful if they had 
bilingual ofhcers assigned to Inter- 
Wong salid. “Of 
courIse，the Asian community 
should be Iepresented at all levels 
ofthe department.”Again;, senio 
ity Was the reason Wong cited to 
explain why many Asian offcers 
work midnight shifts，rather than 
working during the daytime when 
they are most needed in areas like 
Chinatown，decreasing the effec- 
tiveness of service for that commu- 
nilty， 

In Lau's view，rather than 
woIIrying about Asian participa- 
tion on the IAB, amore important 
goal is to have an Asian on the 
Police Commission. “(Regarding 
Asian police o 包 cers) all we hear 
about is recruitment and reten- 
tion，not about policy-making,” 
Lau said，cautioning that …we 
don't want a token Asian commis- 
Sioner but one'that is sensitive to 
all parts of the Asian community.” 

In his ten years in the depart- 
ment，Lau said he has _ seen a 
“rainbow effect” as imore and 
more minority police oO 人 饮 cers have 


been hired. 闪 
With regards to the commis- 
Sion s vote，Wong said“they are 


trying :to band-aid the problem 


and it won't go away.” 
PRESSURE 

Feinstein has sent a letter to the 
Board of Supervisors，endorsing 
the Police Commission's action 
and_ urging the board to wait Six 
months before taking any further 
action So that Chief Murphy's re= 
forms may be evaluated. 

Despite _ what he 
“pressure from the mayor,” Britt 
is Still trying to establish a civilian 
investigative office, and pending a 
city attorney's o 丛 ce report on exX- 
actly what the board has the power 
to Implement，hopes to bring his 
Original Proposalibefore the Board 
of Supervisors within the next few 
weeks. 

“The Police Commission did 


what they did due to pressure from - 


the mayor,”Britt said.“But since 
this proposal has the :unified sup- 
port of all the minority groups and 
the Democratic Party, it will be up 


to the board to be responsive to 


the mayor，oOF TIesponsive to _ the 
People of the city-” 

Though Britt claims a majority 
ofthe supervisors support his plan， 
he acknowledged that Feinstein 
has'…a great deal of political lever- 
age， and that the current board 
has never overridden a mayoral 
veto.

necessary aspect of a police review board. We urge the

Later，while a _ student 
at Stanford, he returned to writing 
and co-founded, with Nancy Taka- 
hashi，the Stanford Asian Ameri- 
can Theatre Project，which first 
produced FOB in March of 1979. 

Hwang's ， relationship “with 
Joseph Papp's New York Shake- 
Speare Festival has been a Success- 
ful one for both parties. “He 
(Papp) truly treats our produc- 
tions as Asian American plays and 
not as relics of exotic art，which 
really pleases me as a writer," Said 
Hwang. Being a playwright in resi- 
dence at the NYSEF brings with it a 
Stipend that frees Hwang from 
having to seek temporary jobs to 
make ends meet, a not uncommon 
practice among struggling Play- 
wiights in the US: 

“It s a precarious business. Tcan 
Support myselt by doing occasional 
media work. I feel fortunate that I 
can make a living as a writer,” 
Hwang said. 

Despite the fact that FOB had 
been produced already at Stan- 
ford, at the ONeill National Play- 
wiights Conference 'in Waterford， 
Conn.，in New York and in Los 
Angeles，Hwang seemed genu- 
inely refreshed by the new inter- 
pretation of his play by the SF 
company. 

“They are focusing more upon 
the romantic aspects of the play.
